1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art, 
including the newly-submitted prior art filed on January 5, 2005, fails to teach or fairly suggest a 
filter and method of making a filter with the filter medium or composite folded multiple times in 
a zig-zag manner or fashion forming a plurality of pleats including a pair of pleat legs joined in a 
tip region having a non-bulbous tapered shape with an end at an apex of the pleat wherein the 
thickness of each pleat tip region at a point spaced one to four pleat leg thicknesses from the end 
of the pleat tip region is less than or equal to twice the pleat leg thickness.
